Jan . 9.— Ex-Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Shaw before the 
House sub-committee of the Currency 
committee, yesterday flayed the Aid- 
rich bank scheme.

“ As I understand it, congress’s ob­ 
ject is to relieve W a ll street of the 
control it now exercises in the coun­ 
try ’s finances. 
This must consist of 
some supplementary form of currency 
which can be utilized when needed, 
then be retired. 
This would relieve 
the country from dependence on W a ll 
street; it would relieve cities of less 
than one hundred thousand popula­ 
tion of dependence on cities of pver a 
m illion; it would mean anticipation 
of the financial needs of the entire 
country. 
For that reason 
the 
big 
banks w ill oppose >$uch a measure. 
“ If the Aldrich scheme is adopted 
W a ll street w ill be placed in absolute 
control of the nation’s finances for 
fifty years. 
It is a surprising fact 
that all the banks owned and con­ 
trolled by the steel corporation are 
united in the support of the Aldrich 
scheme while Aldrich himself claims 
the plan w ill elim inate that control.’’
